JAN PADEREWSKI — 
SAILS FOR EUROPE. 

New York, May 22.—(4)—His coun- 
try racked by civil. war and himself 
ill, ignace Jan Paderewski, pianist 
and former premier of Poland, feebly 
waved-good-bye to America today from 
the Jiner Paris on which he sailed for 
Europe. 

The ‘amous pianist left New York 
hurriedly. With Berlin cables an- 
nouncing him at Posen conferring 
with Polish political figures, he left 
the Hotel Gotham without public an- 
nouncement. Aboard the Paris he pre- 
sented himself to newspapermen for a 

rief interview. His face was haggard 
and his lips blue. His hands trembled. 
He said he was very ill. This illness 
kept him confined for several weeks. 

“I am not going to Poland,” he 
said, “I am going to Geneva to rest. 
I can say nothing about conditions in 
Poland, because I do. net kn.w ithe 
facts. All I ean say is that I de- 
plore stupid and cruel bloodshed and 
that I hope that whatever happens 
will be for the benefit of my coun- 
tes.” 

He had. nothing to say about, Mar- 
shal Pilsudski, whose military coup 
put him in command of Poland. Mar- 

ski was a government of- 
ficial while Paderewski was premier. 

Paderewski was suggested as a can- 
dida:e as first president of the new 
Polish republic but he showed no 
desire to take the post. After serving 
as premier for léss than a year he’ 


resigned in De . 1919, and_ was 
succeeded by Marshal Pilsudski. 


observers that this new system was 
intended as a test of sentiment of the 
prohibition law, with which dissatis- 
faction has been voiced recently be- 
fore the special senate committee 
here.

but we must lean upon the states to 
carry on their coneurrent jurisdiction, 
leaving the. government as little police

FRENCH WAR OFFICE 
LACKS CONFIRMATION. 

Paris, May 22.—(#)—The French 
war office lacks information of the 
capture of Abd-El-Krim, reported as 
having been claimed by the French in 
a Tangier, Morocco, dispatch. 

The Moroccan war communiques re- 
ceived here tonight also are silent con- 
cerning the Riffian war lord. 

The report reached Paris today by 
way of Tangier, where the news was 
received from Melilla, Spanish Mo- 
rocco, 


Abd-el-Krim, as leader of the war- 
like Riffians, has long been a thorn 
in the side of the French and Spanish 
in Morocco. Refusing to recognize the 

rotectorate set up by the Paris and 
adrid governments in so far as they 
affected the Riff, Krim led his war- 


_ |riors in revolt against Spain in 1922 


and met with some success. After 


the Spaniards had withdrawn some 
distance and established a successful 
barrier along the northern Littoral, 
however, he turned: his attention to 
the French and launched a drive with 
Fez as its objective. 

Krim’s announced object has been 
to establish the independence of his 
country. At one time he termed him- 
self sultan of Morocco and called upon 
all Moslems to rally to his cause. He 
consented this spring to peace pour- 
parlers, and a conference was held 
in Oujda, in the French zone. The 
negotiations, however, never really got 
under. way because of his refusal to 
accept the préliminary canditions of 
the French and Spanish calling for 
disarmament and exchange of pris- 
oners.

anish began an intensive attack, 
which has developed into a pincers 
movements for the north and south.

Norfolk, Va., May 22—(P— 
Shrouded in as much official secrecy 
as on last Saturday, when she was 
towed into port by the coast guard 
cutter Manning, the rum-laden Hon- 
duran auxiliary schooner Julito was 
towed out to sea today.

Cus- 
toms officials likewise professed entire 
ignorance of the Julito’s status. An 
inquiry at coast guard headquarters 
in Washington brought the informa- 
tion that Rear Admiral Billard, com- 
mandant, had issued orders that the 
matter be riot discussed in any man- 
ner, 
_ Unofficial reports here, however, 
were to the effect that the Julito had 
been ordered released by Washington, 
and that she was being towed to sea 
there to be given her freedom. ‘The 
Manning, the same ship that captnred 
the Honduran craft, left Baltimore 
with her in tow at 10 a. m. and pass- 
ed out of the Virginia Capes at 1 
D. . ° 

During their stay of exactly one 
week here the captain and crew of the 
Julito were held incommunicado and 
under constant guard at the St, Helena 
naval reservation. None was allow- 
ed to come neaf her, and no noe was 
allowed to go aboard. The craft was 
said to have about 2,000 cases of Ca- 
nadian Club whisky and a large quan- 
tity of alcohol aboard. .

Charge Be Preferred. 


Miami, Fla., May 22.—L. M. Hood, 
25, of Lake Wales, Fla., self-confessed 
driver of the atitomobile from which 
Mrs. Ethel Grace Wooten, 24, of At- 
Janta, Ga., met her death near Home- 
stead yesterday, will face the Dade 
county grand jury Monday. 

This announcement was made here 
late today by the office of Sheriff 
Henry R. Chase, who earlier in the 
dny denied the request of a subordi- 
nate to place a first-degree murder 
* charge against Hood. The action was 
taken after a Homestead coroner's 
jury had failed to return a verdict 
after three hours’ deliberation, recom- 
mending only that Hood be held for 
further favestigation. 

No Formal Charge. 

.No formal charge has been lodged 
against Hood, who has been in the 
county jail since his capture last night 
by Palm Beach county authorities 
near West Palm Beach. His arrest 
came on the heels of the identification 
of the body of Mrs. Wooten by a sis- 
ter, Mrs. Cora Lott, innkeeper of 
Princeton, Fla., whom the victim had 
been visiting since leaving Atlanta 10 
days ago. Mrs. Wooten in that city 
was cashier for Nathan Bedford For- 
rest, grand dragon of the Ku Klux 
Klan of Georgia. 

*Mrs. Wooten suffered a fractured 
akull and a broken shoulder in the 
fall from a’n aufomobile driven by 
Hood while they were motoring near 
Homestead. She was picked up un- 
conscious by Jay Simons, grove owner, 
who took her to a Homestead hospi- 
tal, where she died without regaining 
consciousness. 

Simons said he saw the atitomobile 
stop in front of his home, and Mrs. 
Wooten walk away a short distance. 
He declared the driver followed her, 
apparently inducing her to return to 
the car. A few minutes later he saw 
the woman pushed or fall from the 
running board, he said. 


Heard Woman Scream. 

W. J. Wellborn, of Homestead, told 
police he heard the woman scream 
just before he saw the body fall from 
the car, and that in a few moments 
he saw Hood carry her to a nearby 
house to get medical aid. 

Hood refused to comment, other 
than to assert that Mrs. Wooten jump- 
ed from the car, and that after he had 
sought kid he continued his journey, 
His statement that he had not pre- 
viously known Mrs. Wooten was cor- 
roborated by the victim's sister. 

The coroner's jury revealed little 
of importance, the principal witness 
available being Mrs. Trady Faulkner, 
of Goulds. Fla., a sister of Hood, who 
declared her brother left her home 
shortly before noon Saturday, return- 
ing with blood on his face a‘ad blood- 
stnins on his clothes. She said he 


left immediately, asserting that che 
was “in a big hurry to get away.

According to a mysterious telephone 
message received by her mother, Mil- 
dred was with him an hour and a half 
before the murder is believed to have 
been committed. 

Girl Still Missing. 


Detectives are searching carefully 
for her, but thus far they have traced 


her movements only up to the time 
she met Crimaldi in the lobby of a 
“loop” hotel. Shortly thereafter she 
seems to have dropped out of sight. 

If Mildred has been “taken for a 
ride” it will be. the first time in the 
long record of gang killings that the 
wrath of rival bootleggers has been 
turned on a woman. 

Crimaldi came _ here from Detroit. 
A week ago he was arrested for dis- 
orderly conduct. Police found § six 
dress suits and 26 sack suits in his 
room at a fashionable hotel. He 2% 
plained that he was a “high-class boot- | 
legger” and needed the finery “to get 
into North Shore homes.” 


He gave bail on the disorderly con- 
duct charge and no other charges 
were preferred against him, as a 
search of his rooms revealed no liquor.

M. Matsuda, representing Japan, 
had an informal discussion today with 
Hugh S&..

Now that there is partial security 
through the League of Nations cove- 
nant and the Locarno accords, make 
it a real and effective help on disarma- 
ment by arranging immediately for 
the swift operation of mutual as- 
sistance in war-timée—such is France's 
latest contribution to the disarma- 
ment studies, announced at Geneva 
today. 

Considered Important. 

France's initiative in presenting this 
proposal through M. Paul Boncour, to 
the drafting committee of the pre- 
paratory disatmament commission is 
deemed of vast importance to the 
success of the limitation of land ar- 
maments in Europe, because many 
European nations have insisted that 
they will disarm only in proportion 
to the security actually achieved. 

Calling attention to the fact that 
the recent Grace-Bulgar conflict was 
quickly settled largely because the 
parties ceased hostilities at the re- 
quest of the League of Nations coun- 
cil, M. Paul Boncour recommended 
that the league study the advisability 
of giving power to the league council 
to impose as armistice immediately 4 
conflict breaks out. He also urged 
that the council be authorized to exer- 
cise this power without the necessity 
of a unanimous vote. 

Unanimity, France held, should ob- 
tain in deciding upon a flagrant ag- 
gression, but quite contrary -to the 
existing custom, the burdén of una- 
nimity should rest upon the shoulders 
of a nation that pretended aggression 
did not exist. ; 

This is regarded in league circles 
as France's answer to the provisions 
of the recent Russo-German treaty, 
that Germany, as a member of the 
League of Nations council, will re- 
main neutral in any coalition move- 
ment against Russia. n plain words, 
the French explanation is taken’ as 
meaning that if Russia, for example, 
should commit a flagrant aggression 
against another nation, Germany, or 
any other membér of the _ council, 
would be obliged to secure a unani- 
mous vote, not to prove that Russia 
was guilty, but to prove that she was 
not guilty. | 

Causes of Conflicts. 

M. Paul-Boncour further asked 
that permanent organizations be cre- 
ated by the league to function imme- 
diately to determine the causes of 
conflicts when they break out, and 
to agree upon what economic and 
financial help should be given a state 
attacked—heip which is obligatory un- 
der the covenant. The French spokes- 
man held that permanent commissions 
should determine in advance the needs 
of all countries in raw material and 
foodstuffs, munitions, transports arid 
eredits, and that when war broke éut 
the council shonld decide which na- 
tions should come forward with the 
necessary help.

A lively debate ensued, with M. 
Paul-Boncour insisting he wanted to 
get the French views before the com- 
mission, as he believed they would help 
toward attainment of a reduction in 
armaments. The question went over 
until Monday.

Dr. Benjamin T. Brooks, New York, 
of the American Chemical society, to- 
night announced plans for carrying 
out oil industry research with the 
$500,000 provided by John D. Rocke- 
feller and the Universal Oil Products 
company. He paid a tribute’ to re- 
search as “divine.’’ 

A study of the oils obtainable from 
shale rock in Colorado and_ other 
states, and of the oil obtainable from 
coal carbonized at low temperatures 
also should be made, Brooks’ report 


said. 

“When the time comes when oils 
from these sources are needed and 
their market ralue justifies their man- 
ufacture, it will undoubtedly be the 
petroleum industry that will be called 
upon to ¢ommércialize them,’’ the re- 
port commented. 

“The magnitude of the industry is 
such that even slight technical im- 
provements affecting any of the major 
products would result in saving of vir- 
tually large sums of money, important 
even in the oil industry, for contrary

Opportunities for 
study and research, leading to ad- 
vanced degrees, will be offered to li- 
brary students, There will be part-time 
courses for experienced librarians. 

The school will supervise research 
in the library problems in Chicago and 
elsewhere ‘utilizing the facilities of the 
American Library association “ and 
other library organizations for field 
work. 

The réstricted educational’ oppor- 
tunities of the youth of ‘the late An- 
drew Carnegie made such a lasting 
impression on hig adult life that he 
gave millions for public libraries all 
over the United States. His Scotch 
blood led him to see that gifts are 
seldom highly valued for long so he 
made each gift contingent on the rais- 
ing of a certain sum by each com- 
munity. The new gift to the University 
of Chicago completes the cycle from 
the library as the poor man’s univer- 
sity to the university acting in pro- 
motion of better library service.

MUSSOLINI RULES 
AGAINST DISPLAY 


Rome, May 22.—Premier Mussolini 
aboard the liner Esperia is traveling 
over the Tyrrhenian sea tonight, car- 
rying a message to the seafaring folk 
of Genoa and the Nigurian coast that 
the new Roman empiré intends to re- 
store its predecessor’s sea power. 

The voyage, on the occasion of the 
eleventh anniversary of Italy’s en- 
trance into the world war, is for the 
purpose of proclaiming to a city, 
which once was the world’s greatest 
naval center, the motto of Mussolini— 
“Italy's future lies.at sea.” 

The Esperia sailed from Naples this 
morning carrying Augusto Turati, sec- 
retary general of the fascist party, 
and several hundred officials and no- 
tables. Mussolini boarded the vessel 
this evening at Fiumicino. 

Although Premier Mussolini, on 
learning that arrangements were being 
made at Genoa for another “triumphal 
procession,” sent a hurried message to 
the prefect advising against unneces- 
sarily elaborate festivities, the wel- 
come will be far from unostentatious. 

“Tam told,” his message read, “that 
you.are preparing arches, illumina- 
tions and other displays which seem 
to me to be excessive. Everythin 
which means unnecessary waste o 
money should be avoided. The moment 
requires sobriety and discretion. Flags 
will suffice.”

Scott Ordered 
In Court Tuesday 


Chicago, May 22.—Legal machinery 
to hang Russell T. Scott was set in 
motion again today. 

Chief Pustice William V. Brothers 
ordered the former Canadian million- 
aire returned to the custedy of the 
Cook: county sheriff. 

On Tuesday he will appear in 
criminal court. At that time he may 
be sentenced to the gallows again for 
murdering Joseph Maurer in a Chi- 
cago drug store hold up. 

Scott is now an inmate of the asy- 
lum for the criminally insane at Ches- 
ter, Ill. He was committed to that 
institution eight months, ago after a 
jury had passed on his sanity. 

The insanity verdict saved him 
from hanging but the death sentence 
remained, to be carried out should he 
regain his mental health. 

This week a board of alienists ex- 
amined him and reported that he had 
regained his sanity. The report was 
made to Attorney General Oscar Carl- 
strom. 

The attorney general in turn /for- 
warded the board’s findings to Judge 
Brothers, who issued a writ of habeas 
corpus directing the superintendent 
of the Chester asylum to deliver Scott 
to Sheriff Hoffman here. 

Legal procedure in the case is with- 
out precedent. The law under which 
Scott’s execution date is to be set, is 
an old one but has never been tested. 

William Scott Stewart, the attor- 
ney who obtained three last minute 
delays when Scott was in the shadow 
of the gallows here a year ago, said 
he would appear in court Tuesday in 
Scott's behalf. He said nothing would 
be spared to save the murderer from 
hanging.

Group Asked 
For Southwest 


Washington,. May 22.—(#)—The 
fourth day of oral arguments before 
the interstate commerce comnfission as 
to whether an increase in freight 
rates should be granted western rail- 
roads was marked today by a plea for 
creation of a separate rate group in 


the southwest and a further attack by 
representatives of state utilities com- 
missions on the. method of valuation 
used by the railroads. 

In addition, the commission was 
told in arguments against the pro- 
posed increase that agriculture should 
be helped “a little here and a little 
there,’’ instead of trying to iren out 
the farmers’ difficulties through legis- 
lation. 

Paul Walker, special counsel for the 
corporation commission of Oklahoma, 
and R. C. Fulbright, of Houston, 
Texas, argued for a separate rate 
group taking in Arkansas, Texas, Ok- 
lahoma, and parts of Louigiana and 
Missouri, declaring shippers in that 
section were suffering from discrim- 
inatory rates.

RUMANIA'S ROYALTY 


LEAVES ON CRUISE 


Bucharest, Rumania, May 22.—(/) 
King Ferdinand and Queen Marie have 
left on a 12-day cruise on the Danube, 
pending the completion of the elec- 
tions, which begin Tuesday. 

Before their departure the king and 
queen talked for an hour with the 
correspondent of the Associated Press. 
They assured him that all reports 
abroad concerning the insecurity of 
the throne, unrest and revolutionary 
tendencies and the return of former 
Crown Prince Carol were wholly false. 

“You have seen for yourself,” said 
King Ferdinand, “that the country is 
completely calm. There is not the 
slightest indication of revolution. The 
peasants were never better off or more 
contented. 
_ “The election preliminaries are be- 
ing conducted without disorder. Our 
dynasty is as secure as ever. The 
cowntry is solidly united. It is a mis- 
take to classify Rumanians as Tran- 
sylvanians, Bessarabians, Saxons or 
Magyars. We are all Rumanians, 
united under one flag and striving for 
one ideal—the good of Rumania. 
_ “All talk abroad that the country 
is split foto irreconcilable factional 
groups which threaten to take things 
in their own hands is nonsense. 
course strong political differences ex- 
ist among vgrious regional party 
groups and politicians, but any Balkan 
country would fadeed be dull without 
its political strife and differences of 
opinion.” 
_ Queen Marie spoke about her pro- 
jected visit to America early in the 
fall.

The apparent simplicity of the op- 
erations by which French money was 
rescued on the edge of the precipice 
to which it had slipped during the 
past week, has convinced the general 
public that the slump was due en- 
tirely to artificial circumstances and 
that there is feason to hope thatthe 
danger is. passed.

In many parts of the country, es- 
pecially in West Virginia, Kentucky, 
Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, soft coal may 
be mined by merely scatching the sur- 
face. During the world war with our 
industrial machinery running at full 
capacity and being steadily increased, 
one new soft coal mine after another 
was opened, with the supply of fuel 
still running below the demand. Larze 
profits in the soft coal industry nat- 
urally invited the opening of new 
mines. With the war-time demand 
for fuel over, hewever, the situation 
in-the soft coal industry, where there 
is no monopoly of supply as there is 
in the hard coal fields, changed over- 
night. From not enough soft coal to 
go around there was entirely too 


much. 


In many soft coal’ fields, labor, 
taking advantage of the pressing war- 
time demand for fuel to turn out war 
highly organized.

RICH DEPOSITS\= 
OF GOLD FOUND 
NEAR ARCTIC CIRCLE 


Stockholm, May .—(P)—New 
gold deposits, which Mm contenfs are 
classed by Dr. Axel Gavelin, head of 
Sweden’s geological survey as fourth 
in the entire world, have been discov- 
ered by electrical prospecting methods 
developed by Hans Lundberg and Karl 
Sundberg, mining engineérs, at. Boli- 
den, in the province of Mingo pia 
not far south of the Arctic ciréle 

Altogether 34 ore bodies have been 
located in this region, all covered by 
glacial drift, swamps or lakes. One 
deposit was traced through the ice 
at the bottom of a lake 30 feet down. 

Besides gold these ore bodieS have 
been found to contain co per, silver, 
arsenic, sulphur and pyeites. The 
arsenic deposits are declared to -be the 
richest in the world and it is said.that 
the sulphur will make the Swedish 
pulp mills independent of the imports 
of this chemical. ‘The borings just 
completed by the official geological 
survey indicate that for each mined 
meter the minerals to be extracted will 
amount to 350 kilograms of gold, 2.5 
tons of silver, from 1,300 to 1,400

Sulli- 
van, who was a bellowing, roaring 
terror in his younger fighting days, 
had such a reputation that it was im- 
possible to believe he could be beaten. 
So Corbett’s feat paralyzed the world 
with astonishment. Corbett’s style of 
boxing became all thé fashion and re- 
mained the fashion unti) Fitzsim- 
mons, who didn’t dance and duck and 
tap, knocked Corbett out. 

Having seen Corbett in action in 
gome of his big fights, and having 
spent five wéeks boxing with him 
while he was training for the title 
fight with Fitzsimmons at Carson, 
Nev., March 17, 1897, peeps I can 
speak of Corbett’s skill from first hand 
knowledge. 

Marvelous Boxer. 

Jim Corbett certainly was a mar- 
velous boxer. I’ve never seen any 
other just like him, Some have quali- 
ties he lacked, some lack qualities he 
had. Jim Corbett was pastmaster of 
footwork. There was no other boxer 
in his day who could judge distance 
60 prveaaig and make his twinkling 
legs carry him in and out and around 
danger without letting a blow graze 
him. He was the hardest man in the 
world to hit. In fact, he made it a 

int not to be hit even in training 

uts, and was inclined to be very 
much annoyed if a omareing, patines 
managed to land on him. The idea 
that he could be hit at all, by any- 
body, was almost an insult to Cor- 


ing. was entirely different from that 
today. Fighters were content to box 
a dozen rounds, jabbing and feinting 
and waiting for good openings before 
they really got down to wor. Cor- 
bett was a kingpin at this style. Even 
when he fought Sullivan, knowing be- 
cause he'd boxed an exhibition with 
John L. in Frisco that John couldn’t 
lay a glove on him in a week, he 
danced and jabbed and smiled at the 
hoots of the crowd while Sullivan 
dropped his hands and begged fim to 
“stand and fight like a man.” Cor- 
bett knew what he was doing. He 
kept Sullivan moving until the fat old 
champion was too leg weary to take 
another step, too tired to lift his arms 
and too winded to hit or to take an- 
other blow. And then Corbett “mix- 
ed” for the first time and quickly fin- 
ished hig man. 

In the oe distance, take-your-time 
sort of fighting in the old finish-fight 
days, Corbett was a wonder, because 
in his style of fighting he could jab 
and run and keep going longer than 
the other fellow—keep going as long 
as he was unhurt. 

Corbet¢,dazzled Jeffries through 22 
rounds, big Jeff having a foolish no- 
tion that he could outbox Corbett and 
that he was doing it. Then Brady 
told Jeffries he would lose the cham- 
pionship unless he knocked Corbett 
out and Jeff ran at Corbett, cornered 
him and finished him with two terrible 
blows. In their Jast fight Corbett 
changed his boxing style and after 
practicing heavy hitting on a sand bag 
fom months tried to slug with Jeffries, 
and that fight was a joke.

GOVERNMENT TESTS 
LATHING MATERIALS 


Whether or not the plaster in a 
home proves .permanent depends 
largely on the kind of lath to which 
it is applied. Unless the proper com- 
bination of lath and plaster is used, 
the wall-surface not only will crack 
but will fall, ruining the appearance 
of the room, marring furniture, neces- 
sitating costly and dirty repairs, and 
possibly injuring members of the 
household. Cracked or broken plaster 
also lowers the market value of a 
house. 

So important is the lathing and 
plastering of a house that Uncle Sam 


has interested himself in the problem. 
Tests have been conducted at the bu- 
reau of standards of the department 
of commerce to find out how tightly 
plaster adheres to various types of 
lath. A machine was employed, which 
showed the number of pounds of force 
per square inch needed to pull plaster 
from the various kinds of lath. 

Results have been announced by the 
bureau of standards. The plaster 
separated from sheet metal lath at a 
force of 1.6 pounds per square inch; 
from wood lath, at 2.1 pounds; from 
both fiber board and sheet metal strips 
on bituminous composition, at 2.3 
pounds; from woven wire lath, at 2.4 
pounds. It adhered to expanded metal 
lath until a force of 4.3 pounds was 
applied; on wood lath with composi- 
tion backing, up to 4.8 pounds, and 
on plaster board, up to a pressure of 
6 pounds per square inch. 

This means, according to the re- 
port, that plaster applied to plaster 
board has a “factor of safety,” as 
engineers call it, of 144. The factor 
of safety with expanded metal lath 
is 108, and with wood lath on gcom- 
position backing, 115. Ordinary ‘gyp- 
sum plaster, applied according to 
standard practice, was used in all 
these tests. 

Plaster board, which showed the 
greatest strength in combination with 
plaster, is commonly called “roch 
lath,” because it consists of large units 
of the mineral, gypsum, encased in a 
heavy waterproof binder. These 
boards are nailed directly to the studs 
in frame construction, or to furring 
strips in other types of buildings, are 
cut to fit odd-shaped spaces, and are 
covered with three coats of plaster. 

Whereas, with other types of lath, 
part of the plaster is forced through 
to form a “key” or clinch,. none of 
the plaster is lost from this cause 
with the “rock lath.” Because the 
mineral of which it is made is incom- 
bustible, it acts as a fire-stop in the 
walls; and it helps keep the home 
warm in winter and cool in the sum- 
mer, because gypsum is one of the best 
natural insulators known.

Many States Have New Parks. 


“Within a few years state parks have 
become one of the maior recreation 


resources of the United States, and 
a survey just completed shows that 
new areas invite the vacationist this 
summer,’ says a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C., headquarters of 
the National Geographic society. 

“The sixth national conference on 
state parks, at Hot Springs, Ark., 
June 14-16, will hear reports showing 
that during the short lifetime of this 
organization, formed in 1921, which 
coordinates the advance of such pre- 
serves, the number of states maintain- 
ing state parks has doubled. The sur- 
vey shows that 43 of the 48 states 
now have state parks, state forests 
with more or less recreational use, or 
other, preserves under state agencies 
of equivalent value and use. 


“Hot Springs was chosen for this 
year’s meeting, in recognition of the 
remarkable progress in the establish- 
ment of state parks and forests, or in 
legislative means for their acquisi- 
tion, which has been made during the 
last few years by the states of the 
south and southwest.

“When the conference is called to 
order by Chairman John Barton 
Payne. who is chairman of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, he will greet many 
new faces among the delegates, rep- 
resentatives of southern and south- 
western states which have lately en- 
tered this field of public service.

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People are just as cruel toward the 
individual who happens to be down, 
helpless, weak. unfortunate. They 
may not actually pounce upon such 
defective members of the community 
and try to kill them instantly, but 
they do seem to take a wicked delight 
or satisfaction in imposing a stigma 
upon these unlucky comrades. 

Every little while some “taxpayer” 
with a head like one end of a pin and 
a soul like the other raises his voice 
against some beneficent plan to estab- 
lish a hospital or clinic for victims of 
tuberculosis in the neighborhood. 
Such a protest is prompted by a com- 
bination of 50 per cent ignorance and 
50 per cent cruelty. There is no 
other reason why a health center or 
place for the treatment of tuberculo- 
sis should not be established in one’s 
immediate neighborhood. 

Whenever an individual in private 
life develops mental disease, the fam- 
ily physician or the attending physi- 
cian is sure to encounter more or less 


difficulty in giving the patient proper}! 


care because of the foolish stigma. 
The patient’s family rather resents 
the suggestion of insanity—they are 
determined to believe it is only a 
“nervous breakdown” or. something 
like that. They harbor hideous no- 
tions about hospitals for mental dis- 
ease—they think of such places as 
“asylums.” They set their foolish 
pride above any human responsibility 
and refuse to acknowledge that in- 
sanity can possibly occur in the fami- 
ly. All of this the doctor must cope 
with, patiently and tactfully, in order 
to bring the responsible relatives 
around to a sane attitude, that the 
patient may be properly cared for. 
But it takes time, and, meanwhile, 
sad things happen.

of this country hounded Karly. a man 
with leprosy, many years ago. The 
man was treated by many of our pub- 
lic health authorities rather worse 
than we treat major criminals, and 
if any voice was raised in a plea for 
decency or sanity it was drowned out 
by the howling of the pack for poor 
Early’s blood.

Arthritis. 

What causes arthritis? Is it cur- 
able? (K. E.) 

Answer.—Arthritis is not a specific 
disease or type of illness. It is any 
joint inflammation, and disease in- 
volying a joint or joints. In most 
cases it is infectious, that is, caused 
by germs invading the joints, and 
not communicable. Probably the 
most frequent arthritis is the form 
popularly termed rheumatism, and 
that is generally a local infection, 
that is an invasion of the joint or 
joints by germs which come from a 
distant focus or depot of disease such 
as an abscess at the root of a tooth, 
or septic tonsils, or an infected nasal 
sinus.

Jefferson Davis Monument 
At Fairview, Kentucky 


BY MRS. HUBERT M. FRANKLIN, TENNILLE, GA. 
State Director 1917-1924—From Beginning to Completion 


“CQ noble shaft lift high thy head 
And pierce the vaulted blue! 

Rock-hewn thy cradle in earth's deeps. 
Thou callest in review 

The gray-clad legions of the south, 
With war flags floating high; 

The starry cross, unstained always— 
The southerner’s battle ery!” 


The idea of marking the birthplace 
of the president ‘of the Confederate 
states. originated ‘with Colonel 8S. A. 
Cunningham, the late editor of The 
Confederate Veteran. General. Ben- 
nett H. Young, of Louisville, Ky., was 
associated with him, and brought the 
subject before the general convention 
U. D. C. held in Dallas, Texas, Novem- 
ber, 1916. In his eloquent address, 
General Young said: “Mr. Davis was 
great enough to command the admira- 
tion of all men, but when we con- 
sider his sufferings and sacrifices for 
the south, it is his just reward that 
somewhere in the Confederate states 
which he loved so much and where he 
lived out his days there shall rise up 
some structure which insofar as art 
in its feebleness can proclaim shall de- 
clare the love and veneration of the 
people for whom he gave his all—time 
money, place, citizenship, health, and 
life-long peace. 

“We must see that the man who come 
afterwards and look upon this magnif- 
icent obelisk towering amongst the 
clouds, graceful in its lines, superb in 
its immensity, will thoroughly under- 
stand who Jefferson Davis was, what 
he did, and who were the people. that 
he led. who loved him and made under 
his guidance transcendant and im- 
measurable sacrifices for the great 
principle of self-government.” 

The Daughters of the Confederacy 
agreed to assist the veterans in the 
erection of this monument. Each 
state president was put in charge of 
the work in her state, and as president 
of the Georgia Division of U. D. C., I 
was appointed state director. In 1917 
the erection of the monument began, 
and the Confederate veterans who 
were leaders in the world war were 
General Bennett H.. Young, past com- 
mander-in-chief, U. C. V.; General 
George W. Littlefield, of Austin, 
Texas; General John H. Leathers. of 
Touisville; Colonel Edmond H. Tay- 
lor, Jr., of Frankfort, Ky.; General 
Julian S. Carr, of Durham, N. C., and 
Colonel V. G. Cook, of Batesville, Ark. 

During the world war work on the 
monument was discontinued. General 
Young and the other veterans passed 
into the Great Beyond. After the war 
was over, and the momument had been 
erected to a height of 216 feet, again 
from lack of funds, the workers rested. 
At the urgent request of the veterans 
the U. D. C. assumed responsibility 


for raising funds with which to com- 
plete the mounment. 

Various ‘means were used. Small 
banks were sent out to the chapters, 
each holding five. dollars in dimes. 
Later one dollar certificates were sold 
by the U. D. © To frequent appeals 
of the state director, Georgia respond- 
ed nobly. Our dollars have.spoken of 


our patriotism with mighty voice and 
Georgia has a splendid share in the 
mounment. When the Christmas drive 
for $1,000 from: our state was put on, 
many contributions were sent at once. 
and necessary funds were taken from 
the state treasury. 

The monument is in the form of a 
great Egyptian obelisk, 351 feet high, 
second highest in the world. Wash- 
ington’s mounment in the nation’s 
capital, towering above all others in 
the world, is an indication that our 
country holds him above all others. 
The Jefferson Davis mounment shows 
that the president of the Confederacy 
stands for the highest ideals of the 
old and the new south.

Dr. Stewart, a Confederate veteran 
of 94 years was of great assistance 
in inspecting the work until he be- 
came too feeble. Then he sat in an 
easy chair on his back porch, with a 
magnifying glass in liand, looking at 
the mounment. He said to a visitor: 
“You have no idea the company it has 
been to me to sit here these years and 
watch it as it has grown in height, 
but the sands of my life are running 
very low, and if it isn’t finished quick- 
ly I may not be here to see it, and I 
do so want to see it finished.” 

Let us hope that his dreams were 
realized and he lived to see that monu- 
ment unveiled June 3, 1924.

The Spirit of the Federation 
Is Theme of President's Talk 


The following interesting and aplen- y 


did address, “the Spirit of the Federa- 
tion,” was delivered by Mrs. A. P. 
Brantley, president of the Georgia 
Federation at the thirteenth annual 
convention held in Augusta in April. 

She said: 

“We are all familiar with the body of 
our Federated Women's Clubs—its pros- 
perity is shown by the nearly 3,000,000 

ts in far Alaska, in tropic Miy:co, 
from Maine's forests to southern = shéres, 
from one great sea to the other. A grand 
army, one that numbers nearly a fortieth 
of our whole nation’s population. These 
figures are so familiar that they iend to 
make the idea of the federation dissolve 
inte an abstraction, something so light that 
all theught of it might paces out were it 
not for our system of meetings together, of 
exchanging theories for experience, hus 
showing the Federation as a human entity— 
organized women, sedate, dignified in pur- 
pose, impressive in results. For our sys- 
tem grows from the least, as a first, 
ta the greatest, as a final, through lecal 
club, district meeting, state ‘meeting crystal- 
lizing a sectional need or expression, und 
the rally under the banner of the state 
federation’s annual conventio#, as today. 

It Is a Spirit. 

“Yet, even with these meetings, they 
may be called but the exoteric meaning 
ef the true federation, It may be i'ke any 
othr acquaintance to you—met for a while, 
and then forgutten, With that acquaintance 
the episode may be closed. But not so-— 
the federation is a body, it is true, hut 
it ie more than that-—-it is a spirit. The 
outward and visible plans and reports sre 
only earnests of that spirit within which 
never sleeps. ‘The voice of the spirit of the 
Federation is that of adviser and coun- 
sellor. It is the master mind converging 
avenues of thought, that such thought may 
he used in the remaking of a world, a bet- 
ter world. 

“The first evidence of this spirit is In its 
dispersion thrqughout an uncircumscribed ex- 
pansion, Not alone in our home nation 
does it number its members—those Ameri- 
can women making up the aggregate parts 
—but it reaches out beyond the waters that 
wash our coasts. Women in Scotland, 
London, Paris, Rome, Germany, Montreal, 
the City of Mexico, the canal zone, turn 
eare and hearts toward this federation 
that stands for women, women's needs, 
women's concerns, women's achievemer:ts. 
Its prosperity is further shown by affilia- 
tions with clubs in Canada, the Philippines 
and Sweden, Kveryone, here and abroad, 
enrolled by name . 

Enormous Influence. 


“In the far-flung compas of extent, touch- 
ing the heart of woman neir end distant, 
‘a geen the tremendous range of its pos- 
sible infivence. How great, how powerful 
must be the value of each womanly part in 
this gran circle that reaches all around 
the world, on whose influence “the sun 
never sets.’ An influence asking, plead- 
ing. convincing, accomplishing the great 
vital things for which the federation stands. 

“Thus the spirit of service can have no 
borders: its extent is limitless. It is al- 
ways circling. As it eurves out, it meets 
the force of the incoming curve. Reventy- 
twa departments of influence, of we!'l- 
balaneed proportion to needs, embracing 
every activity from the contemplation of 
the Muses of Art and Poetty to the prac- 
tical home-making that puts up the daily 
lanch for better babies. And this is free, 
for the «sking, to all, receiving in the re- 
bound that which strengthens, menehens, 
encourages the spirit of the federation. or 
this spirit is free of itself—it gat 
allegiance, acknowledges no favor of po - 
eal faction, sectarian tenet, no group te 
control.

Follow this with, ‘What does 
my club give me?’ You will find that it is 
not the idling away of an hour or two. 
Then, ‘What do I give in return?’ So soon 
as a satisfactory and generous answer is 
found, that surely is the spirit of knowledge 
working. 

*‘Passing on, ‘What is the district meet- 
ing for?” Have you ever asked yourself 
that? If you attend, then you will know— 
you cannot well find out otherwise. If you 
do attend-—-and the responsive member will 
attend, then comes self-examination again, 
‘How does it call on me for something?’ 
Further on, ‘Why does the executive board 
meet?’ ‘Can this affect me?’ And yet 
on and up, ‘What are state conventions for? 
Should I go?” No woman facing me will 
ever have to ask this question of herself! 
And last, ‘Now, just why should there be 
an general federation?” The answer comes 
in a small voice, wafted from far lands, 
across spicy islands or chilled in Alaskan 
wilds, ‘We could not be without it. It 
opened a new world to us.’ So, to every 
question of a far-away thing, there is a 
rebound back to yourself. This is the 
spirit of the federation showing that the 
spirit of reciprocity is balanced. In just 
such measure as we give shall it be given 
to us—this is the perfect law of compensa- 
tion. 

**No longer does the haphazard club flour- 
ish. Everything is now orderly, well chosen, 
cause followed by effect, parliamentary rule 
the umpire. The current year book is one 
evolved from sincere thonght, from keen 
selection, from up-to-date and timely 
methods. Your club gives you this, and 
what is asked in return? I might condense 
a whole speech down to a single word of 
three syllables—attendance, You can only 
seek and find the spirit of the federation 
by attendance. You must attend club meet- 
ings if they are to go on. ‘Your smiling 
face, ready hand and willing heart are 
needed. Your attendance meaus vote, too, 
not in a follow-the-leader style, but as a 
result of sedate thought and of understand- 
ing the aims and offices of club work. Your 
voice is an official procedure and may be 
heard around the: world. And attendance 
is indispensable to a voice! 

“The helpfulness that you can exert is 
proof evident of how the spirit of the feder- 
ation uses you that it may come into fruit- 
age. Your financial support is always need- 
ed. But many, many times your moral sup- 
port is paramount, and the many causes 
for which we stand call for your full-handed 
cooperation. 
Hopes for the Future. 

“Will this continue? Can it continue? 
Will you help it to continue? It depends 
on the state federation and in turn on the 
individual club. The spirit of the federa- 
tion working through club, annual conven- 
tion and meetings, calls for her army of 
women to work for all its causes. Your at- 
tendance at your club, no matter how smafl 
that club, how weak its meeting, your smil- 
ing acquiescence in a response to a federa- 
tion call, your vote, all these will “waft 
the federation spirit in its flight—its help- 
ful, unselfish, influential flight—around the 
world, This is what reciprocity will do.

‘*Knowledge is power. Faithfully falfill- 
ing the assignments of your study programs 
at each meetifig will round up many opin- 
ions, cement these found good, and eliminate 
those born of prejudice or inexperience. In- 
sist then, that your year book programs be 
made worth while. Not the butterfly kind 
that sips a Httle at this and files; away 
io that, and pauses a trifle to try ufsther. 

‘*President Butler, of Columbia u rsity, 
urges serious home study by adults that 
they may keep receiving full development 
through all the years of life. We live by 
change and of change. How can we fully 
develop, or reason, with the worn-out study 
of long ago which has been fading until for- 
gotten and lost? Here again comes the 
spirit of the federation, keeping us up to the 
mark of today. Study is demanded, not 
alone for the letter, but for the thought, 
the application to some current matter, So 
only can standards be lifted. So only can 
literary ideals find again a channel of su- 
periority. So only can morals, from the lit- 
tle town along the railroad tracks to great 
metropolitan cities, find a better life in 
purer living. It is the woman's century, 
we have been told time and again. Then, 
with woman's century, should come the 
cure. Woman, ‘ :' 

‘* *Rorn to nurse, 
And to soothe, and to solace, 
to beal 
The sick world that leand on her.’ ”

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The Story of a Mother 
W ho Sacrificed 
Everything for Her 
Children, and of a 
Daughter Who Mocked 


at Selflessness 


LWAYS Mary McAlpin dread- 
ed Christmas. To others it 
might bring peace and good 
will, as ministers, magazines, 
newspapers, and shop win- 
dows united in reiterating, 

but to her for weeks before-hand_ it 


meant rising earlier in the morning to 
a grayer dawn, straining tired eyes 
later into the night; conditions more 
feverish, patrons more unreasonable, 
results more unsatisfactory. If Mary 
had been asked to epitomize Yuletide 
in one sentence she would have an- 
swered: ‘‘A new dress for every wom- 
an in New York except myself, which 
absolutely must be finished two days 
earlier than is humanly possible.”

A short time afterwards he was 
fouhd dead in an attitude of prayer. 
In ten years after David Livingston’s 
death Africa advanced more than in 
the previous ten centuries. 


The large results of sacrificial suf- 
fering are determined by the greatness 
of the personality. who makes the 
Sacrifice. . It is pre-eminently true 
that there is power in the sacrifice of 


Christ, a power which uplifts the 
world. 
Jesus accomplished good by his 


life. In his brief, public career, he 
brought new inspiration and strength 
to many lives; relieved a large amount 
of distress and disease, gave to the 
world a revelation of spiritual truth 
and attracted men by his words and 
works. 

But if Jesus had stopped short of 
the vicarious suffering of the cross, he 
would have lived in the world: only as 
a sweet memory of a high idealist and 
misfaken reformer.

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It seems rather strange when ‘a 
man’ who has won world-wide recog- 
nition in one line of work tells us, 
as he nears the close of life, that he 
would have preferred to have done 
some other work during all those 
ears. Yet such is the case of Thomas 

ardy, who, still alive at the age of 
86, has enjoyed the highest literary 
fame in’ England for many years. 

Recently Hardy published a book 
of poems, and he has declared that, 
while his fame has been won as a 
writer of prose novels, he always 
wanted to be a poet. In fact, about 
1855 he first began writing verse, and 
it was good verse, too. But circum- 
stances forced him into the professivn 
of -architecture, in which he won in- 
stant recognition, 

Iie might have continued as an 
architect and become famous in that 
line, had not a story which he had 
written been read by the famous novel- 
ist, George Meredith. Meredith saw 
his ability, and after strong urging, 
persuaded Hardy tq write novels. His 
first one appears in 1870, and for the 
next 25 years he continued to write 
books that were masterpi¢ces in their 
field, 

Then, having won fame in this 
branch of literature, the old lure of 
poetry again returned to Hardy. Since

Dr. Jacobs, following his acquittal, 
left the city in company with Louis 
Shapiro, his cousin, and Mrs. Shapiro, 
ona trip to Honolulu.
